All that the law does

to 


establish a series 
of 
cooling-off 


periods, arbitration and fact-find- 
ing boards — which must be gone 
through before a . strike may be 
called. Trouble can be 
delayed 


but not prevented. 


When a railroad, dispute is re- 


ferred to a fact-finding 
board 


the decision of that board is not 
binding on either the 
roads 
'or 


unions.

by railroad firemen against 
four 


major rail systems today threat- 
ened sharp' cuts 
in 
many seg- 


ments of the nation's industries* 


Prospects of an early settlement 


in the long dispute appeared 
dim. 


The 
crippling walkout, which 


started yeterday, d i r e c t l y 
volved only 
18,000 
firemen. 


Twice the firemen have 
taken, 


their argument for an extra man] 
aboard the diesels to a presidential] 
fact-finding body — and twice the 
arbitrators have ruled 
for 
the 


roads and against the brotherhood. 


Legislation is coming up in tho 


congress which proposes to make 
arbitration decisions in 
railroad 


matters mandatory on both roads 
and unions. It begins to look like 
this drastic step is necessary. 


Constantly 
increasing 
freight 


rates are gradually running busi-

railroads. 


One more round of increases to 
meet the firemen's demands might 
finish the whole business of rail- 
roading as a private enterprise.

Washington, May 11 — UP) —U.S. 


military officials 
arc 
considering 


the idea that this country should 
arm its North Atlantic allies with 
atomic bombs. 


Discussions are in the 
prelimi- 


nary stage, and the military au- 
thorities are still far from a rec- 
ommendation on which the Pres- 
ident might 'base a proposal to 
congress. 


The 
idea 
o£ placing 
atomic 


bombs within 
reach 
of 
Britain, 


France and other allies is being 
explored thoroughly, however, and 
military arguments are developing 
both for and against it. 


Advocates 
contend that 
some 


way must be found to arm West-

than is possible with conventional 
weapons.

They argue that the job must 


be done in two years, the earliest 
time by which it is estimated Rus-

Seattle — (/P) — The great Pa- 


cific Northeast is beaver busy to- 
day. 


It feels it is the promised land 


of the American future. But it is 
something like a young boy reach- 
ing the seed stage, who is 
grow- 


ing right out of his clothes. 


The area is developing s;o fast 


it is finding it difficult to 
keep 


up with the demands of its post- 
war expansion. It is still building 
like mad.

lovely homes, they will tell you — 
without envy — that Seattle prob- 
ably will be the real metropolis of 
the West Coast. 


"Seattle is sure to pass Los An- 


geles and may even in time out- 
rank New York City," sai d one 
man, who has 
made a study of 


the region's resources. 


"It has an unlimited water and 
ower supply to draw on — Los 


Angeles hasn't. And Seattle is the 
nearest big port to the Far East. 
a trading 
area 
with 
800,000,000 


people. That's a potential market 
much bigger than Europe." 


Such bright visions don't thrill 


as many residents here as you 
might think. The booster attitude 
isn't particularly strong in the Pa- 
cific Northwest. 


Those who live here like it be-

A Case Against A&P 


As almost everyone now knows, the anti-trust lawyers in Washington have brought a civil suit to destroy A&P. 
They ask the courts to order the dissolution of this company. 
They say that; this suit is based on the fact that they won a suit against us at Danville, Illinois, in 1946. 
They did. In that case, Federal Judge Walter C. Lindley made a decision against A&P. 
Immediately thereafter, in a letter explaining his decision, Judge Lindley wrote s 


"/ have not condemned the A&P system. 


v 
I have not made a finding which could 


;/" 
be the basis for a suit of dissolution." 


So, now we have the anti-trust lawyers saying that their suit to dissolve A&P is based on Judge Lindley's decision; 
while Judge Lindley himself says his decision could not be the basis for a suit of dissolution. 
In previous ads we told you about the cases against A&P which the anti-trust lawyers lost. We promised to tell 
you about this case they won. Here is the story of the Danville case. 


What Judge Lindley Objected To 


fa Danville, the anti-trust lawyers made all of th^c^rges which they are again making £ 
against A&P today. They were' substantially the f^e^arges' they had made and dropped-** 
at Dallas, Texas, after>f our- federal, judges. "had objected ft> some of them as "inflammatory." t 
In his decision, Judge Lindley was critical of sortie of our activities. He threw some of 
the charges out of court. He did not make any decision;on others. 
- ;v ; 


He even took occasion to praise A&P for the efiicieiriit jqb of food distribution it had done. 
Judge Lindley said: 
v^r.-v 
; 


"Tofbtfy, 
sell and distribute to a substantial' portion of 130,000,000 people, one 


flWj|; three-quarter billion dollars worth of food annually at a profit of ll/2 cents 
oh etich dollar, is an achievement one may well be proud of. 
"No place in the world I take it are people so well fed as in the United States. No- • 


where else, I suppose, do food distributors accomplish efficient distribution at so 
low a margin of profit. In contrast, we are told in othet nations the problem is not 
one of an adequate diet but one of no diet at all." 


But JUdge Lindley did find us in violation of the Sherman Act. He based his ruling on the 
'dual role played by our fresh fruit and vegetable buying subsidiary, the- Atlantic Commission 
Company, whereby that organization acted both as buying agent for A&P and as selling 
agent for growers. 
'Judge Lindley said: 


"If / assume for the purpose of disposition vf this case that in general the policy 


of A&P was to operate within -the law and^ attribute to defendants a desire to 
comply with the law, there still remains the .conscious, knowing adoption by all 
defendants of a plan of action by the Atlantic Commission Company 
affecting 


every department of A&P and every retail store which cannot be squared with 
the intent and purpose of the act." 


In his letter explaining the decision, Judge Lindley wrote: "/ have condemned their prac- 
tices through the Atlantic Commission Company." 
Judge Lindley imposed fines totaling $1 75,000. Whep his decision was upheld by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Chicago, we paid the fines. This ended the case — but we did not stop there. 


What We Did To Correct This 


In the light of the decision, we immediately set about reviewing our activities to be sur$ 
that there could never again be any criticism of our operations. 
First, the Atlantic Commission Company abandoned the dual role to which Judge Lindley 
objected and which he said was the basis of his decision against us. 
We did this even though the Atlantic Commission Company had been licensed for 
many years by the United States Department of Agriculture to act as both a buyer 
and seller of fresh fruits and vegetables. 


The Atlantic Commission Company now only buys for A&P. In other words, We stopped 
doing the thing which Judge Lindley said put us in violation of the Sherman Act. 
We made additional changes in other methods of operation which Judge Lindley 
had questioned at Danville, even though he did not base his decision on them. 
We did even more than this! 


We went down to Washington and asked the anti-trust lawyers what else they thought 
we should do to conform to their new interpretation of the vague anti-trust laws. 
The only answer we ever got was that we should break up this company !( 


Despite their claim that they were not opposed to A&P's size, they insisted that 
we destroy this size. 


Despite their claim that they were not opposed to our manufacturing operations, 
they insisted that we get rid of our factories which produce many of the fine food* 
you buy at A&P. 


Despite their claim that they were not opposed to our low prices, they insisted that, 
we destroy many of the efficiencies that make these low prices possible. 


In other words, they insisted upon the dissolution of A&P. 
We were still trying to find out from the anti-trust lawyers what else they thought 
we should do to conform to the law when they filed the current suit to destroy A&P. 


Then, Do They Want To Put A&P Out Of Business? 


Ever since this suit was filed, the anti-trust lawyers have been making damaging statements 
that could seriously hurt our business if they were believed by the public. 


'They say that we were found guilty at Danville of aJl the charges they are making today. 


This is not true* Judge Lindley did nai •sustain all of the charges of the anti- 
trust lawyers. 


They say this suit is designed to enforce the law. 


But A&P has clearly demonstrated its sincere 'desire to abide by the spirit, as 
well at the letter of the law. 


They say they are seeking to "enjoin" A&P from engaging in cerfain "alleged" practice*. 


Actually, the whole purpose of this suit is not to "enjoin" us, but to put U9 out 
of business. 


They say that this suit for dissolution is based on the decision handed down by Judge 
Lindley in Danville. 


But Judge Lindley has said of his decision; "/ have not made a finding which 
could be the basis for a suit of dissolution."

What, then, is the real reason why the anti-trust lawyers want to destroy this company, 
which for 90 years has pioneered the methods of distribution which have given the 
American people more good food for their money?
